TEAM NOTES AGAINST HOUSTON 

• New England and Houston have met 12 times in the overall MLS regular-season 
series, with the Revs holding a 6-2-4 record against the Dynamo ... the Revolution 
is 6-3-6 against the Dynamo in all competitions, including the MLS Cup Playoffs and 
SuperLiga 

• Saturday’s meeting will be the first of two regular-season meetings between the 
two teams in 2012 ... the Revs will make their first trip to the new BBVA Compass 
Stadium on Sept. 29 

• The Revs hold a 2-1-3 lead in matches played in Foxborough ... New England's first 
- and only - loss to Houston came in Foxborough on May 3,2009, a 2-0 defeat 

• The Revs are 4-1-1 in matches played in Houston, with their first road loss - a 
1 -0 defeat - coming on April 17, 2011 ... all those matches were played at the 
Dynamo’s former home, Robertson Stadium 

• In all but one meeting - the 2-1 Revs win in Houston on Oct. 10,2010 - the winning 
team has recorded a shutout or the match has ended in a draw ... overall, there 
have been seven shutouts in 12 regular-season meetings 

• Houston won the 2011 regular-season series, shutting out the Revs, 1-0, on April 17 
in Houston before the two teams played to a 1-1 draw on Aug. 17 at Gillette Stadium 

• Houston’s victory in the regular-season series in 2011 was just the second Dynamo 
regular-season series victory ... the Revs won the regular-season series in 2007, 
2008 and 2010, while splitting in 2006 and 2009. 

• New England and Houston have met in three tournament finals in the last seven 
years (MLS Cup 2006, MLS Cup 2007, SuperLiga 2008)... Houston won the 2006 
MLS title match in penalty kicks after extra time finished 1-1 in Frisco, Texas, and 
then one year later took the 2007 championship with a come-from-behind, 2-1 vic¬ 
tory in Washington, D.C.... the Revs won SuperLiga 2008 in penalty kicks after the 
teams were knotted at 2-2 after extra time at Gillette Stadium 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST HOUSTON 

• Shalrie Joseph has scored three goals in 10 regular-season contests and is the only 
current Revolution player to have scored multiple goals against Houston ... he also 
scored the game-tying goal against Houston in extra time of the SuperLiga 2008 
final, sending the match to penalty kicks 

• Sainey Nyassi has also recorded one goal and one assist in five appearances 
against Houston 

• Kevin Alston recorded the first assist of his career against the Dynamo, picking up 
the second assist on Kheli Dube's game-winning goal at Houston on Aug. 25, 2009 

• Matt Reis is 5-2-4 in his regular-season career against the Dynamo with an 0.82 
goals against average and five shutouts 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has one win in one appearance against Houston, making a 
career-high six saves in the Oct. 10, 2010 meeting 

• Former Rev Steve Ralston is Houston's assistant coach, and still holds a share of 
the New England career scoring lead against the Dynamo with three goals and one 
assist in seven regular-season appearances.

SALUTE TO HEROES ON SATURDAY AT GILLETTE STADIUM 

In conjunction with Armed Forces Day, the New England Revolution will offer a “Salute to 
Heroes" this Saturday, May 19, with events and activities surrounding the match against 
the Houston Dynamo at Gillette Stadium ... through a partnership with the U.S.O., the New 
England Revolution Charitable Foundation has invited members of the Armed Services from 
all over New England to the game, distributing more than 3,500 tickets to service members ... 
for ticket info and more details on pre- and in-game events, visit revolutionsoccer.net. 

LEE NGUYEN - MLS PLAYER OF THE WEEK 

Following his two-goal, one-assist effort on Saturday in a 4-1 win over Vancouver, Lee Nguyen 
earned MLS Player of the Week on Monday ... the honor comes after the midfielder recorded 
his first two goals of his MLS career, which also came against his former team ... Nguyen's 
nod is the club's first of the season and its first since Week 2 of the 2010 season. 

SENE AND NGUYEN ADDED TO “MLS TEAM OF THE WEEK” 

For their performance last Saturday against Vancouver, Saer Sene and Lee Nguyen were 
named to the MLSsoccer.com's “MLS Team of the Week”... Nguyen, who already captured 
MLS “Player of the Week” honors, made his debut on the website's honorary squad, while 
Sene’s fourth goal of the season sealed his nomination. 

CLOSE SUCCESS AGAINST THE ORANGE 

The Revolution is 3-1-1 in its last five meetings against the Dynamo, dating back to a 1-0 win 
at Houston on July 25, 2009 ... in the most recent spate of games, four of the five matches 
have been one-goal decisions ... further, the Revs' 2-1 win on Oct. 10, 2010, was the only 
time during the last five games in which a team has scored more than one goal in a match 
against the other team. 

HOUSTON HAS A MATT REIS PROBLEM 

Matt Reis is 5-2-4 against Houston in his regular-season career, helping the Revs collect 
points in nine of 11 matches he’s played. Reis has also backboned the club to five shutouts 
against the Dynamo in that run. Reis has posted a 0.82 goals against average overall, and 
made 54 saves, in nine matches against Houston. 

EARLY GOALS AT GILLETTE ARE GOOD 

Lee Nguyen's sixth-minute goal against Vancouver marked the third time in four home 
matches that the Revs scored in the first 10 minutes of play ... the early goals have helped the 
Revs post a 3-1 -0 at Gillette Stadium this year after going 4-7-6 at home in 2011 ... Saer Sene 
scored a first-minute goal on March 24 against Portland while Jose Moreno scored in the 
sixth-minute against D.C. United on April 14. 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH RETURNING? 

With a 3-1-0 record - and a scoring average of 2.00 goals per game - at home this season, 
Gillette Stadium may be re-transforming into Fortress Foxborough after several seasons ... 
with a .750 winning percentage at home, the Revs are tied with Montreal (2-0-2), Colorado 
(3-1-0) and San Jose (4-1-1) in home winning percentage ... the team’s 2.00 goals per home 
game are tied with D.C. for fourth in MLS, behind New York (2.60), Colorado (2.25) and San 
Jose (2.17)... the Revs posted their best home record at Gillette Stadium in 2005, going 11-2- 
3 ...last year, the Revs went 4-7-6 at home, the team’s fewest wins at the facility in its history 
(2002 to present). 

“NGUYEN”ING FANS OVER 

Lee Nguyen quickly became a fan favorite upon his arrival in Foxborough, but his two-goal, 
one-assist break-out performance on Saturday against Vancouver - the team that waived him 
a week before the season opener - solidified his spot in Revs’ fans hearts ... Nguyen has 
appeared in all 10 games, starting 8, but he was unable to break into the scoring column until 
his two goals against the Whitecaps ... Nguyen picked up his first MLS point - an assist - on 
May 2 against Colorado. 

SHALRIE STRIKES BACK TO SCORING WAYS 

One year removed from his team-leading eight goals, Shalrie Joseph scored his first goal of 
the 2012 season on Saturday - his first goal in 15 games dating back to Sept. 10,2011 ... 
Joseph hasn’t been a stranger to the scoring line though, as he leads the club in assists this 
year with three ... the Revolution captain averaged at least four goals per season in his first 
nine campaigns (2003-2011). 

GOAL-SCORING TIDES TURNING 

For the first time since Week 5 of the MLS schedule (early April), the Revs enter a game with a 
scoring average greater tan one goal per game ... following a four-goal performance on Sat¬ 
urday, the Revs are averaging a season-high 1.20 goals this year ... the Revs’ previous high 
was 1.00 goals per game after the Revs 3-1 win at LA on March 31, but their average fell after 
the team scored just one goal in April: a Jose Moreno goal on April 14 against D.C. United. 


MOVIN’ ON UP ... THE SCORING CHART 

The Revs’ four-goal match on Saturday propelled the club into a tie for eighth for goals scored 
(12) with LA and Montreal the Red Bulls lead the league with 23 goals in 11 games ... the 
Revs are just one goal shy of sixth place, held by Sporting KC and Seattle (13 goals, 10 
games apiece). 

ASSIST MEN KEEP PACE 

With two assists on Saturday in the 4-1 win over Vancouver, the Revs now have 13 assists 
this season ... overall, the club is tied for fifth in MLS - with Colorado - in assists, despite be¬ 
ing tied for eighth in overall goal scoring ... Shalrie Joseph leads the Revs with three assists, 
while Lee Nguyen, Saer Sene and Chris Tierney each have two assists. 

APRIL SHOWERS BRING MAY GOAL-SCORING FLOWERS 

The Revs are averaging 2.33 goals per game in May, scoring seven goals in the three games 
since being held scoreless at New York on April 28 ... the scoring production in May comes 
after the team scored just one goal in three games in April ... the Revs’ seven goals have 
already matched the team’s highest May goal total since 2008, when the Revs also scored 
seven goals, but in five matches ... in 2000, the Revolution scored a team-high 12 goals in six 
May matches. 

SENE IN SELECT GOAL-SCORING GROUP 

Saer Sene scored his team-leading fourth goal of the season on Saturday, pushing him into 
a tie for sixth place on MLS' 2012 goal-scoring chart... Sene is tied with seven other players 
who’ve scored four goals this year... league leader Chris Wondolowski has 11 goals, while 
New York’s Kenny Cooperand Thierry Henry have nine goals apiece ... the D.C. duo of 
Maicon Santos (six goals) and Chris Pontius (five goals) round out the top five. 

THREE (GOALS) FOR THE WIN 

With four goals on Saturday in the win against Vancouver, the Revs posted their second 
three-plus goal game this season ... the Revs became the fifth club this year to score three or 
more goals in multiple games this year, joining D.C. (4), New York (4), San Jose (4) and Real 
Salt Lake (3) ... 

WIN NO. 4 COMES “EARLY” 

With a victory on Saturday, the Revs picked up their fourth win of the season, a feat the Revs 
accomplished last season in Game #20 on July 20,2011 ... through 10 games this year, the 
Revs are 4-6-0 and are one win shy of matching the team's 2011 win total (5) after the club 
went 5-6-13 in a 34-game season. 

RETURN OF THE RESERVES ON SUNDAY 

The Revolution reserves (0-1-0) return to action on Sunday against D.C. United, the team’s 
first reserve match since April 9 ... the Revs’ last three originally-scheduled reserve matches 
have all been re-scheduled ... the Revs' reserves fell in the team’s only game this season - a 
4-2 loss on April 9 at Philadelphia - while Sunday’s match will be the first match of the year for 
the D.C. reserves ... the Revolution reserves went 4-5-1 last season in the Reserve League. 

THREE POINTS OR BUST? 

At 4-6-0 on the season, the Revs are one of four teams in MLS without a draw in league play, 
joining Sporting KC (7-3-0), Toronto (0-8-0) and Colorado (5-5-0)... through 10 games last 
season, the Revs tied four times (3-2-4) and finished the season with a club-record 13 draws. 

A CHANCE AT THREE STRAIGHT WINS AT GILLETTE... 

Following home wins against Colorado (2-1) and Vancouver (4-1) at home to start the month, 
the Revs will look on Saturday to win three consecutive games at Gillette Stadium for the first 
time since the 2010 season ... in 2010, the Revs won three consecutive games from July 10 to 
Aug. 14: against LA (2-0, July 10), D.C. (1-0 on Aug. 7) and Houston (1-0 on Aug. 15). 

... AND TO FINISH THE MAY HOME SLATE PERFECT 

The last time the Revs went undefeated at home in a one-month period with at least three 
home games was June 2008 (2-0-1)... the last time the Revs won three home games in a 
month was actually August 2007, but the team finished 3-1-0 that month at Gillette Stadium ... 
the Revs did not win back-to-back games at home last season. 

GAINING A REPUTATION FOR ONE-GOAL GAMES 

The Revs have already played seven one-goal games this season, going 2-5-0 in those 
matches ... only Chivas USA has played more one-goal games this season (eight)... the 
Revs’ .286 winning percentage in one-goal games ranks 16th in MLS, ahead of Colorado 
(.250), Portland (.250) and Toronto (.000), while Vancouver is a perfect 4-0-0 (1.00) in one- 
goal contests. 





NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. HOUSTON DYNAMO 


SEEING A LOT OF GILLETTE STADIUM 

After playing six of the team’s first nine matches on the road, the Revs finish back-to-back 
home games this weekend ... in fact, six of the next eight Revolution matches will be played at 
Gillette Stadium spanning May 12 through July 14 with stand-alone trips to D.C. (May 26) and 
Toronto (June 23) on deck in the near future ... the Revs are 3-1-0 at home so far this year. 

REVS NEED TO BE BEASTS IN THE EAST 

All five of the Revs’ upcoming opponents are Eastern Conference foes, and New England will 
look to improve its record within the conference after an 0-3-0 start against the East this year 
... in upcoming weeks, the Revs will take on Houston (Saturday), travel to D.C. (May 26), and 
then host Chicago (June 2) and Columbus (June 16) before travling to Toronto (June 23)... 
all four of the team's wins have come agains the Western Conference, as the Revs are 4-3-0 
against the seven Western teams they've already faced. 

BRETTSCHNEIDER STEPS FORWARD 

Blake Brettschneider has started at forward the last two games for the Revs and has led the 
Revs to plenty of goal-scoring opportunities ... in a start as the lone-striker on May 5 at Real 
Salt Lake, Brettschneider scored the team’s only goal... last Saturday, Brettschneider lined 
up alongside Saer Sene in Heaps’ 4-4-2 formation against Vancouver, and sent a sixth-minute 
shot that was deflected right to the foot of Lee Nguyen, who buried the early equalizer... all 
four of Brettschneider’s appearances this season have been starts. 

JOSEPH MOVES UP ANOTHER RUNG ON THE REVS’ SCORING LADDER 

With his 37th career goal on Saturday against Vancouver, Shalrie Joseph moved into a tie with 
Pat Noonan for fourth place on the Revs' all-time scoring chart... Joseph is not far from the 
second-place slot on the club’s list, as he sits four goals behind Joe-Max Moore (41) in third 
place and five goals behind Steve Ralston (42) in second place ... Taylor Twellman is the Revs' 
all-time leading goal-scorer with 101 goals scored. 

JOSEPH’S ASSIST TOTALS CLIMB, TOO 

One season removed from leading the club in goal scoring, Shalrie Joseph leads the Revs in 
assists with three in 2012 after picking up an assist on Blake Brettschneider’s goal at Real Salt 
Lake (May 5)... Joseph’s assist was the 34th of his career... he is now one shy of second 
place on the Revolution's career assist chart, behind Joe-Max Moore who had 35 ... this is the 
sixth time in Joseph’s career that he has recorded at least three assists ... his career high is 
eight, which he recorded in 2009. 

REVS SCORING PRETTY GOALS 

For the second straight week, the Revs have had a player nominated for the AT&T “Goal of 
the Week,” making the Revs one of just two teams in MLS - alongside Seattle - to do so in 
the same time frame ... Blake Brettschneider’s goal at Real Salt Lake on May 5 was one of 
the finalists before Lee Nguyen added a spectacular half-volley goal to the upper-right corner 
against Vancouver... Saer Sene was a finalist for “Goal of the Week” in Week 3 for his goal in 
the home-opener against Portland and Jose Moreno was a Week 6 finalist. 

NGUYEN AND JOSEPH ADD TO TEAM ATTACK 

With their goals against Vancouver on Saturday, Lee Nguyen and Shalrie Joseph became 
the seventh and eighth different player to score a goal for the Revolution this season ... of 
the eight Revolution goal scorers this year, including Saer Sene (4) Blake Brettschneider (1), 
Fernando Cardenas (1), Joseph (1), Jose Moreno (1), Nguyen (2) Kelyn Rowe (1) and Chris 
Tierney (1), just two scorers - Joseph and Tierney - were members of the Revolution last 
season. 

REIS IS TOP THREE IN SAVES 

Following a four-save performance on Saturday against Vancouver, Matt Reis is now third in 
MLS in saves with 37 in 10 games, four behind league-leader Ryan Meara of New York (41 
saves, 11 games)... Reis' save last Saturday on Vancouver striker Eric Hassli was a nominee 
for MLS Save of the Week. 

SHOTS NOW LEADING TO GOALS? 

The Revs have put 58 of their 131 shots on frame, a league-leading 44.3 percentage in shots 
on goal percentage ... the club’s 58 shots on goal also rank first in the league ... with a four- 
goal outburst last weekend against Vancouver, the Revs moved into ninth in MLS in goals (12 
goals in 10 games), 11 behind league-leader New York (23 goals in 11 games). 

REVS FINALLY OUT-SHOOT OPPONENT, PICK UP THE WIN 

Last Saturday, the Revs defeated Vancouver after out-shooting Whitecaps FC, 18-9, marking 
the first time the Revs out-shot an opponent this season ... one year ago, the Revs out-shot 
their opponents 13 times and recorded a mind-boggling winless record - 0-7-6 - in those 
games. 


FIRST-HALF GOALS ARE KEY 

The Revolution has scored all but two of its 12 goals this season in the first half... the Revs 
are ranked second in MLS in first-half goal scoring average with 1.00 goals per first half, 
behind New York (1.18 goals per first half)... conversely, the Revs' two second-half strikes 
rank the Revs last in MLS in second-half goal scoring, with 0.20 second-half goals per game, 
as D.C. leads the league a 1.08 mark. 

REIS HAS BEEN THE GO-TO GUY IN NET 

Matt Reis has played every minute in goal through 10 games this season, marking the first 
time since 2008 that Reis has done so ... in 2008, Reis started the club's first 19 games of 
the season and missed just three games that year... Reis missed four games early in 2009 
with knee inflammation, 12 games in early 2010 while on the disabled list following off-season 
shoulder and knee surgeries, and two games early in 2011 with an adductor strain. 

LOGGING THE MINUTES, BUT FEW IRON MEN THIS SEASON 

Matt Reis is the only Revolution player to have played every minute of the team's 10 games 
this season, while A.J. Soares and Clyde Simms have followed with 10 starts, and Lee Nguyen 
10 appearances ... Chris Tierney and Shalrie Joseph have both missed one game while serv¬ 
ing suspensions as Tierney was issued a red card in last season's finale and missed the 2012 
season-opener and Joseph was handed a one-game suspension from the MLS Disciplinary 
Committee for a tackle at FC Dallas on April 5 and missed the start on April 14.

Saer Sene leads the club in shots on goal (14), while rookie Kelyn Rowe has put nine on frame 
... after that, no other Revs player has more than six shots on goal this season ... midfielders 
Benny Feilhaber and Lee Nguyen are tied for third with six shots on goal apiece and lead for¬ 
wards Blake Brettschneider (2), Fernando Cardenas (3), Ryan Guy (4) and Jose Moreno (4). 

SENE SO MUCH MORE THAN SO-SO AT GILLETTE 

Saer Sene is making a name for himself at Gillette Stadium ... the Frenchman has factored in 
a goal in each of the Revolution's four home games this season ... his latest exploit saw him 
score one goal against Vancouver on May 12 ... Sene has scored a team-leading four goals 
and his two assists are second behind Shalrie Joseph. 

SAER SUCCESS ALSO A SOOTHSAYER? 

Saer Sene has scored four goals this season, all in separate games ... when Sene scores a 
goal, the Revolution is 4-0-0 ... in games in which he does not score a goal - or only records an 
assist - the Revs are 0-5-0 ... he was unavailable for the season opener on March 10 at San 
Jose with knee inflammation, but has played in all nine games since. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top 'keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... 
re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career 
goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (225), games started in goal (224), min¬ 
utes played in goal (20,172), goals against average (1.33), wins (84), saves (905), shutouts 
(56) and save percentage (.725)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 

2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 
2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 
matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the sev¬ 
enth goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado 
on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, 
with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new club record shutout streak by going 386 
consecutive minutes without allowing a goal from July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 
and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI" (top vote-getter) selection ... a four-time MLS 
All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS goalkeeper of the year (2005-08) ... launched the 
Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge in 2011, raising more than $75,000 in conjunction with the 
Johnny Damon Foundation for Children’s Hospital Boston, Grassroot Soccer and Multiple 
Sclerosis Foundation, with the second-annual event scheduled later this year. 

2012 REGULAR SEASON: Has started all 10 of the team's matches this season ... has a 
4-6-0 record and a 1.30 goals against average with one shutout... started the season opener 
at San Jose (March 10), allowing one goal... made four saves in the 3-0 loss at Kansas City 
(March 17)... recorded three saves -- and MLS career save No. 1,000 - in a 1-0 shutout win 
against Portland (March 24)... made three saves in the 3-1 win at LA (March 31)... made 
five saves in the 1-0 loss at New York (April 28)... made six saves in the 2-1 win - his 100th 
regular-season win - against Colorado (May 2)... made five saves in the 2-1 loss at Real Salt 
Lake (May 5)... made four saves in the 4-1 win against Vancouver (May 12).
